For some time it has been known 
that Toms and Gauger were in the 
mountains. State troopers have spent 
hours among the trees hunting them 
and several times were close upon 
them but could not effect 
their cap­ 
ture. A day or two ago they were lo­ 
cated in 
the 
mountains 
about 
six 
and a-half miles from Deerfield. 
At ll o’clock Monday 
night, 
the 
posse left 
W aynesboro. 
They 
went 
across the m ountains 
to 
Frederick 
county and at a point on the road lie- 
tween Deerfield and Thurm ont w here 
the Foxville road branches off and 
runs into the m ountain, 
they 
were 
joined by Deputy 
Sheriff 
Lidy, 
of 
Frederick county, and started up the 
hill afoot. This was a t 2:4.> o'clock. 
For more than six miles they walk­ 
ed up into the mountain and at 5:30 
located the camp of Toms and G aug­ 
er. It consisted o f a tent in a thicket, 
in which the men lived, and a m ake­ 
shift of a sheltering for the horse 
which they had with them. 
The animal was tied to a tree and 
above it was stretched a piece of can 
van that would not even keep the rain 
off the animal. When the horse de­ 
tected the approach of the men, it 
snorted loudly, so loud as to awaken 
Toms and Gauger. 
The officers were then fifty yards 
or more from the tent and they stop­ 
ped as the 
horse 
gave 
the 
signal 
vhieh aroused the 
men 
they 
were 
after. 
Toms walked out of the tent and 
toward the position of the men. 
He 
came on 
until 
about 
thirty 
yards 
from the officers. 
Then 
he 
espied 
them and turned and raced away, 
back toward the tent. As he passed 
the tent Gauger came out of it and 
he joined in the foot race, following 
fteen feet behind Toms.

Charlton Loses Long Fight For HI* 


Liberty. 


W ashington, June ll.—P orter Charl­ 
ton, accused of the niurdei of his wife, 
whose body was found in I*ake Como, 
Italy, just th ree years ago, was ordered 
surrendered to the Italian governm ent 
for trial, by the suprem e court. 
After discussing the insanity plea 
the justice took up the main points in 
the case, w hether, under the treaty of 
18tiS, an American citizen could lie ex­ 
tradited to Italy for a crime com m itted 
there, particularly since Italy would 
not extradite its subjects for crim es 
committed here. Tile refusal to su r­ 
render 
citizens for extradition, the 
justice said, was of modern origin. 
Some of the Am erican treaties provid­ 
ed, he added, that citizens shall not be 
extradited, while th e others are silent. 
Justice burton began as bood as the 
court assembled. He said first that no 
error had been com m itted in exclud 
ing evidence of insanity at the hab< as 
corpus proceedings in the lower court 
and no error in m aking the formal de­ 
mand for Charlton. 
"The conclusion Is,” said 
Justice 
burton, "th at this governm ent making 
exception in some treaties 
that 
it 
would not ex trad ite its citizens, shows 
it was fully aw are that there was no 
exception in favor of citizens in other 
treaties w heer the execution was not 
made, as the treaty with It*!) 
Justice burton pointed c ut that it 
was conceded th a t cr mes cc mini ted in 
Italy were not Justicalde in the Putted 
States, so if extradition was not g ra n t­ 
ed, the crim inals would go unpunished. 
Crimes 
com m itted 
In 
the 
United 
States, he added, were ju sticih le in 
Italy. 
According to international law 
lie held that the treaty, by reason of 
Raj Vs course, had not become void 
hut merely voidable at the option of 
the American government. The exec ‘li­ 
t h e de|%"*ment 
having 
waived Its 
right to annul the treaty, the Justice 
held nothing remained for the court 
to do but to enforce Its decision. 
The prisoner probably will be turn 
ed over to the Italian authorities after 
the observation of a few formalities.
